Prime Minister Kishi told the 
Budget Committee Thursday it 
was unlikely that the Govern- 
ment would start negotiations 
with the Soviet Union by the 
end of this year for a full-fledged 
peace treaty. The reason; he 
said, was that the Government 
intended, before embarking on 
peace treaty talks, to iron out 
several outstanding issues such 
as a survey on Japanese na- 
tiomals - still unaccounted for, 
fisheries and trade. 


Kishi expressed the hope that 
the problem of missing - Japa. 
nese would. be settled before 
the end of the year. | 


He said his concurrent hold- 
ing of the Foreign portfolio 
was of a temporary nature, al- 
though he intends to keep the

Approximately 160,000 mem- 
pers of the powerful Japan Coal 
Mine Workers Union (Tanro) 
launched a 48hour § strike 
Thursday morning despite tne 
Government’s advice to settle 
their wage dispute amicably in 
view of the serious coal short- 
age in the country, 


The current spring wage 
offensive of Sohyo (General 
Council of Japan Trade Union) 
is centered on the second wave 
strike of the 220,000-strong 
Tanro. It will cut Japan’s daily 
coal output by some 96,000 tons 


ers. ’ 

Affected by the walkout are 
52 mines of 13 large coal min- 
ing companies including Mitsui, 
Mitsubishi, Hokkaido, Furu- 
kawa, Sumitomo and Nippon. 

The Government has decided 
to take a wait-and-see attitude 
toward the strike for the time 
being. Officially, it wilk . thus 
take a nonintervention policy. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Kishi Thursday invited leaders 
of the press to seek their views 
on what to do with the walk- 
outs, 

The ruling Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party issued a statement the 
same day branding Sohyo’s 
spring offensive as “a ‘well- 
planned, foolhardy series of 
strikes.” The party also urged 
workers affiliated with the labor 
body te separate from elements 
who are bent on “revolution by 
force,” and switch to a healthy 
labor movement, 

The statement also urged the 
Government to take stern meas- 
ures against any participants in 
the labor offensive who violate 
the law, pointing out that the 
Struggle of the 3,000,000-strong 
Sohyo was being led by public 
service workers who are banned 
by law from striking. 

The Tory statement immedi- 
ately drew a refutation from the 
Opposition Socialists, who de- 
fended the Sohyo struggle. 

The Socialist statement warn- 
ed that any attempt of the Gov- 
ernment and entrepreneurs to] 
suppress the workers’ demand 
would only serve to expand and 
prolong the disputes. 

The Government will issue a 
second statement. concerning 
labor’s spring struggles after 
a Cabinet meeting Friday clarify- 
ing its firm determination to 
mete out strict punishments for 
any unlawful action. 

The. strike came after last- 
minute collective talks broke 
down Wednesday night when 
the union insisted on its de- 
mand for an average monthly 
pay raise of ¥2,000, payment 
of a minimum allowance of 
¥340 for each shift and estab- 
lishment of a minimum wage 
system. The Tanro rejected a 
Management concession of a 
temporary allowance of ¥1,000 
in addition to a! ¥500- monthly

H-Test ‘Suicidal Folly’;

LONDON, March 7 (AFP)—Japan has called for the third 
time on Britain asking to cancel the forthcoming nuclear test 
in the Pacific, it was revealed Thursday at the Foreign Office. 
Japanese Ambassador, Haruhiko Nishi, Wednesday delivered a 
new note to the British Foreign Office to that effect, a Foreign 
Office spokesman said. The Ambassador had previously called 
on Monday last on the Permanent Undersecretary of the Foreign 
Office, Sir Prederick Hoyer Millar, although the British Gov- 
ernment has not yet formally replied to the second and third 
Japanese notes. It is understood that Japan's plea was again 


rejected.

But, in view of the 
time element involved, I think 
Kishi will,’ after all, choose a 
professional veteran diplomat 
well versed in recent American 
affairs.

A few hours earlier, the Arab 
Mayor of Gaza formally turned 
over the city of Gaza to a colo- 
nel in the U.N. Emergency 
Force thus placing the entire 
disputed strip under U.N. ad- 
ministration.

Doomsday is closing In on 
Japan’s much. publicized red 
light district. 

The Anti-Prostitution Law, 
which goes into effect April 1, 
decrees that all brothel Keepers 
and the girls must give up their 
trade by April, 1958, or face 
the consequences. 


Some of the _ houses of 
prostitution have already 
changed their signboards to 


those of cafes and geisha houses 
since the controversial law 
against the ancient profession 
was passed by the Diet on May 
21, 1956. 


The same girls are still work- 
ing there, however, doing 
pretty much what they have 
always been, under the new and 
more respectable title of geisha, 
waitress and maid, 

And the majority of the 
brothel proprietors are clinging 
to their business, keeping their 
fingers crossed and praying 
that the law would be mutilated 
still further and enforcement of 
the penalties postponed during 
the one-year period of grace. 

A ‘national federation of girls 
in the red-light districts, with 
a claimed membership of 56,- 
000, has decided to seek from the 
Government ¥180,000 for each 
girl as a rehabilitation fund. This 
would be roughly what an ave- 
rage prostitute would make in 
six months, 

For this purpose, the federa- 
tion will shortly petition the 
Government and the Diet to in- 
crease appropriations for their 
rehabilitation in the fiscal 1957 
budget bill, from the proposed 
¥300 million to ¥10,000 million. 

By the end of last year, some 
10 per cent of the nation’s prosti- 
tutes, and 13 per cent of those in 
Tokyo left the brothels. But 
most of them became geisha and 
bar girls because few of them 
had the money to start life anew 
on more respectable jobs. 

Meanwhile, the national fede- 
ration of brothel operators has 
agreed to Close down or change 
their business by April, next 
year. 

The union, itself however, is 
sharply and irreconcilably split 
in two. 

One camp claims that society 
will be thrown into “sexual 
chaos” if they closed down 
business and intends to get the 
legislation watered down to

Air traffic control in Europe 
has been hampered by the ap- 
plication of national boundaries 
to control zones, a report of the 
International Civic Aviation Or- 
ganization said Tuesday. The 
report came from a panel ap- 
pointed at the ICAO assembly 
in Caracas, Venezuela, last 
June, to consider the improve- 
ments in air navigation services 
in the European-Mediterranean 
region that should be made 
within the next five years. The 
panel said an air traffic control 
scheme was obligated to pre- 
serve a safe, orderly and swift 
flow of air traffic with a mini- 
mum of restriction. Such a 
scheme must be a coherent 
whole divided only with regard 
to practical operating reasons. 
“The division of the plan to 
conform to national boundaries 
has important practical disad- 
vantages, especially |§ where 
such boundaries have to be 
traversed as frequently as in 
many parts of Europe,” the 
panel added. It also came to 
these conclusions: (1) weather 
forecasting over Europe 
hampered mainly by inadequate 
upper air observations in the 
Mediterranean area; (2) there 
have been delays of air traffic 
communications, particularly in 
the East Mediterranean area, 
ranging from “nearly two hours 
on the best circuit to over eight 
hours on the worst.” (3) a num- 
ber of airports still lack proper 
approach and- runway lighting:

Opposition to the proposed British hydrogen bomb 
tests in the Christmas Island area of the Pacific Ocean 
continues to be heard from within Britain itself all the 
way to Japan and other countries comparatively close 
to the seleeted spot. : 

Fundamentally, it is recognized everywhere that con- 

tinued tests of nuclear weapons that may result in the 
atmesphere being poisoned with Strontium-90, and other 
products of atomic fall-out, are most undesirable. 
_.» The Japanese opposition to the British tests has taken 
the form of two official protests by the Government as 
well ae the proposal to send a special mission, headed by 
4 Christian leader, to London. In some circles, a fool- 
Hardy plan to dispatch a “sit-down” ship to the Christ- 
mas Island test site is even being considered. This pro- 
posal is ridiculous in itself, but #& does serve to indicate 
the emotional state of some Japanese. 

The problem of nuclear weapons experiments, of 
course, does not end with the British move. The ques- 
tion may be asked, if one nation performs these experi- 
ments, why should not others do the same? Britain, of 

- eourse, is basing her attitude on the fact that the United 


Statés “Has Conducted, these. explosions in the. Pacifi¢ 


and Soviet Russia has acted similarly in regions near 
to the Arctic Circle. 

In the case of Soviet Russia it has been pointed out 
that the explosions have taken place within that country’s 
own territorial limits. But if our chief fear is from the 
poisoncus products of atomic fall-out this fact is no great 
consolation for it is obvious that it provides no safeguard 
against these substances being carried by winds to other 
parts of tne globe. In the case where explosions are 
hela over stretches of the ocean, however, there is the 
added danger of fish and fishermen being affected—a mat- 
ter of much concern to countries like Japan. 

The simple facts of the matter at once suggest that 
the only course that should be pursued is one of inter- 
national regulation and that there must be one rule for all 
nations desirous of testing nuclear weapons. Such nations 
at present appear to be only the United States, Soviet Rus- 
siz and Britain but their number might easily be added 
to in the near future. : 

But we need to go further than this. It must be ap- 
parent by now that atomic energy is a force of such over- 
whelming power both for good and for evil that some 
forms of international control must needs be devised to 
preven: its misuse. And this should lead to thé eventual 
production of tests. 

“What we envisage, then, is some new corpus of inter- 
national law, dealing with atomic energy and its use, and 
applicable to all nations, together with national legislation 
in each individual country devised to the same-end. So 
far as the creation of international law on the subject is 
concerned this should, of course, be the task of the United 
Nations. We are dealing with a force which transcends 
nationa! boundaries and it is only possible to deal adequate- 
ly with its potentialities by international action through the 
international organization. 

Apart from the use of atomic energy in the form of 
weapons of war, it is now being rapidly commercialized 
and it should be manifest that a sound body of law wili be 
required to meet possible consequences. To say the least, 
it is impossible to permit private firms or individuals to 
experiment at random with atomic energy without public 
contro:. Danger from that form of experimentation would, 
of course, be agzravated if atomic fission processes eventual-

European Common Market 
Japan, Though Little Affected, Should Note Idea Behind Formation 


The Buropean Common Mar- 


ket plan, which the world has 


been following with keen inter- 
est, has finally taken a first step 
toward materialization. The 
Prime Ministers and Foreign 
Ministers’ of six West European 
nations, namely, France, West 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, and Luxemburg 
reached complete agreement’ on 
the creation of a common mar- 
ket and an atomic 1 (Bur- 
atom). Treaties now being 
drafted for the purpose are ex- 
eens to’ be ready for signing 
fore the end of March. 

Under the common market 
plan, the six nations would (1) 
do away with the customs and 
tariff barriers among them on a 
trial period of five to 17 years 
and would work toward estab- 
lishment of a unified tariff sys- 
tem on imports from outside 
their group, (2) abolish import 
restrictions and other protec- 
tionist measures among the 
member nations, (3) would pro- 
mote the free flow of labor and 
capital among these. countries, 
and (4) would contribute a total 
of $850 million to a joint fund 
for the development of colonies. 

. Big Step to Unity 
As measures for Wuropean. 
unity, there are NATO in the 
military field, the OBEC and 
EPU set up for the purpose of 
receiving Marshall Plan aids, 
and the coal and iron community 
known as the Schuman plan. 
However, the present common 
market plan marks a far greater 
stride toward European unity as 
compared with these interstate 
organizations and structures in 
view of the size and scope it 
envisions, 


If the common market plan 
is successfully carried out, the 
six nations of Western Europe 
will form a single economic 
unit. As this necessarily means 
a partial curtailment of the ex- 


-ercise of sovereignty of the 


member nations, it is_ still 
doubtful whether the parlia- 
ments of these nations will ap- 
prove such a step or not. 
Particularly, it is doubtful 
whether the French Parliament, 
which balked at the plan to cre- 


' ate a European army, will pass 


this plan. As the authors of 
this common market project 
were afraid from the first that 
the action of the French Parlia- 
ment might puncture the plan, 
they made considerable conces- 
sions to the demands of the 


French side in reaching final 


agreement. For instance, the 
getting up of a joint fund for 
colonial development and some 
reservations made to the liberal- 
ization of trade in agricultural 
produce may be cited as such 
concessio 
Its Significance 


However, the Netherlands is 
not satisfied with the eonces- 
sions made to France, The 
Dutch are disappointed particu- 
larly at the ‘reservations made 
with regard to the free trade of 
farm goods. 


As tariff barriers are gradual- - 


ly lowered among the member 
countries, some domestie indus- 
tries may suffer from competi- 


‘tion with the same industries 


in other member countries. It 
is problematical whether or not 
each member nation will be 
able to stand such a situation. 


There is no denying that 
under the common market plan 
there would be caused this and 
many other problems. However, 
this should not make us under- 
estimate its significance in 
world ‘economy and its possibile 
effects on Japan, 

There are two conflicting 
views on the Significance of 
the common market in world 
economy. Some observers see 
in it the formation of an exclu- 
sive economic bloc, while others 
regard it as a step forward to 
the liberalization of world 
trade. 

Imports of these six countries 
comprise about 23 per eent (or 
slightly larger than the combin- 
ed total of the imports of the 
United States and Canada), of

Ultimate Achievement 
These two views, which may 


' seem conflicting to a superficial 


observer, are not contradictory 
in essence, as the difference of 
views is due solely to the fact 
that the one is a short-range 
view, while the other a long- 
range view of the projected 
common market. (In this con- 
nection, it should be remember- 
ed that the completion of the 
common market would require 
a comparatively long period of 
15 to 17 years.) 

it is true that the common 
market may be regarded as an 
exclusive economic bloc in so 
far as the six nations will abo- 
lish tariff barriers among them- 
selves while at the same time 
raising a unified protective 
tariff wall against the outside 
world. But, from the long- 
range point of view, the com- 
mon market will ultimately 
create within it conditions fav- 
grable for the liberalization of 
trade with the outside world, if 
it is aimed, as the sponsors of 
the plan say, at the streamlin- 
ing of industrial equipment 
and increased productivity in 
the member countries and the 
strengthening of their competi- 
a position in the werld mar- 
e 


Effect on Japan 

Then, what are the possible 
effects of the common market 
on Japan’s economy? Economic 
ooservers generall} agree that 
‘apan’s exports to Western Eu- 
rope would suffer seriously in 
the event the common market 
is established. Japanese ex- 
ports to the six nations reach- 
ed the region of $100 million in 
1956, accounting for about 4 per 
cent of the aggregate amount. 
This means that these six 
West European nations do not 
necessarily constitute a big 
market fo. Japan. Of Japan’s 
export items to the common 
market nations, raw silk, cop- 
per, animal fat, cultured pearls 
are elther duty-free or subject 
to only low customs fees. Con- 
sequently, these items will suf- 
fer no serious effects under the 
common market plan. 
_ However, the situation is en- 
tirely different in the case of 
cotton fabrics, silk fabrics, can- 
ned goods, toys, on which du- 
ties as high as about 20 per cent 
are levied at ‘present. There 


fore, these articles will lose 
much of their competitive posi- 
tion in these countries as tariff 
barriers are pulled down among 
them. ¢ 

It is not proper for us to pay 
attention to its effects on Japan 
only in the European market. 
In fact, it is in the markets out- 
side of Europe that the real 
issues lies. As stated earlier, 
Japan’s exports to the six Euro- 
pean nations comprise only 4 

r cent of her total exports. 
uppose rather, boldly that we 
are to lose all this market in 
the future, and this would not 
be so big a blow te Japan. 


However, what we have to 
pay serious attention to is the 
fact that the competitive power 
of these six countries will be 
greatly strengthened under the 
common market plan. The 
common market is not merely 
an exclusive economic bloc. As 
Belgian Foreign Minister Spaak 
pointed out, it is aimed at creat- 
ing conditions that will enable 
the member nations to intro- 
duce latest production techni- 
ques in industry through forma- 
tion of a larger market and 
thereby to increase productivity. 


Purpose of Plan 


The real purpose of the plan 
lies not only in creating a third 
economic sphere equal to the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States in size of population, 
natural resources and industrial 
production, but also in elevat- 
ing the technical levels of in- 
dustry in the member countries 
to those of the United States. 

In short, the plan is aimed 
not only at doing away with 
economic boundaries among the 
common market members but 
also at effecting a qualitative 
change in their economic struc- 
tures. 

This means that the competi- 
tive position of these countries 
(which is putting considerable 
pressure on this country already 
at present), would be further 
strengthened in the most im- 
portant market of Japan—Asia, 
We should not let the discrimi- 
native treatment of this country 
in. Europe by the common 
market distract our attention 
from this situation which may 
be caused in the world market, 
and in the Asian market in 
particular, 

The idea to create a common 
market stems from the recogni- 
tion that full utilization of up- 
to-date industrial technology is 
impossible within the narrow 
boundaries of one ‘country. 

Japan cannot afford to be in- 
different to this serious ques- 
tion being tackled by the West 
European countries. It is mean- 
ingful in this connection that 
the issue of joint atomic devel- 
opment has always been dis- 
cussed as an inseparable part 
of the common market plan by 
its sponsors, 


U Nu’s Premiership 


MELBOURNE—~The former 
Prime Minister of Burma, U Nu, 
again assumes the premiership 
of his country. 


The new Republic of Burma, 
under U Nu, has traveled a dif- 
ficult course, solving many eco- 
nomic and political problems. It 
was U Nu, through his tolerance 
and firmness, who enabled his 
Government to quell revolts by 
both Communists and Karen in- 
surgents and preserved the basis 
of Burma’s democracy. 


After the general elections 
early last year, when the coun- 
try was endangered by Commu- 
nist attacks, U Nu was convinc- 


ed that the reasons lay not so° 


much in the state of the oppost- 
tion as in the deterioration of 
the ‘Anti-Fascist People’s sree- 
dom League. He resigned from 
the premiership last June in 
order to devote himself to re 
organizing the party. His De 
fense Minister, U Ba Swe, suc- 
ceeded him as Prime Minister, 
And now, U Nu has again be- 
come the leader the Govern- 
ment by the unanimous vote of 
the Burmese Parliament. 


There may not be significant 
political changes, because U Nu 
does no more than take up 

in the political lines which 
he himself established long ago 
and which U Ba Swe followed 
during the last eight months. 
But .U Nu’s proved skill as a 
negotiator will now be backed 
by the higher political authori- 
ty when he goes to Yunnan 
later this month for discussions 
with the Chinese Premier, 
Chou Enlai, regarding the 


problem of Burma’s disputed 


border areas, 


This problem has been drag- 
ging on for many ypars.. These 
discussions wil watched 
with very great interest by the 
Burmese people. The future 
of the present Burmese Govern- 
ment rests very largely on ob- 
taining a fair and acceptable 
solution to the border issue. 


U Nu, who is 50 years old, 
first came into prominence in 
1935 as president of the Stu- 
dents Union in Rangoon. He 
joined the revolutionary Peas- 
ants Party and became its pub- 
licity secretary in 1938. Dur- 
ing the Japanese occupation of 
Burma, he was.Foreign Minis- 


ter in Ba Maw’'s Government, 


but he was strongly sympathe- 
tic to the anti-Japanese regist- 
ance movement. In 10945, he 
emerged as the leading mem- 
ber of the AFPL, and the next 
year became Acting President. 

U Nu commands great popu- 
larity and respect among the 
Burmese, and this has been en-

has taken abroad. As a promi- 
nent citizen puts it, he. com 
mands the veneration of the 
people who want nothing bet- 
ter than to live at peace with 
the world and to develop their 
own country in their own way.

bastion against communism in 
Asia. 

“To the Communist world, 
on the other hand Japan’s war 
and prewar records, coupled 
with her rapid and uneven eco- 
nomic development suggest the 
extremes of capitalist society.
